§ 102(e) as pv^onedly anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 7.0O2.97O to Vcschi. Claim 2 was 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103Ca) as purportedly unpatentable over Takeda in view of Veschi. 
Claims 9 and 10 wererejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103Ca) as purportedly unpateraable over Veschi 
in view oru.S. Patent No. 6,259.538 to Amit el al. Claim 25 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a)aspurpottedlyunpatenl^leoverTakedainviewofAmit Claim 26 was rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as puiportedly unpatentable over Takeda in view of Amit and further in view 
of Veschi.
